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Chuvalo provides strong message against drug use 
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by Jeff Wilson 


If anything can be 
learned from his family’s 
tragic story, former Cana- 
dian heavyweight boxing 
champ and legend George 
Chuvalo wants people to 
take the message that you 
can’t take drugs and ever be 
happy. 

Chuvalo, who fought 
Mohammed Ali, and was 
never knocked out or 
knocked down in his box- 
ing career, attended Centre 
Hastings Secondary School 
for three presentations to 
area students, as well as the 
general public. Students in 
Grade 10 to OAC attended 
a morning presentation. 
Grades 7 - 9 students at- 
tended an afternoon pres- 
entation, while an evening 
presentation was held for 
the general public. 

Chuvalo graphically and 
candidly told the audience 
of how he watched his fam- 
ily of seven. four sons, a 
daughter his wife and him- 
self. reduced to just three 
because:of drug abuse.. He 
referred to it as his.*‘own 
personal  holocaust’’. 
Chuvalo told of how his 

oe 


sons’. addiction to heroin 
devastated his family. 

The first son he lost to 
drugs, Jesse, 20, died after 
putting a .22 rifle in his 
mouth and committing sui- 
cide on Feb. 18, 1985. 

His son George Lee died 
of a drug overdose on Oct. 
31, 1993. Four days later 
his wife Linda, 50, couldn't 
take the pain of losing a 
second son, and overdosed 
on pills stolen by her sons 
from drug stores. 

In August of 1996, 
Chuvalo’s third son, Steven 
overdosed. On the day of 
his son's death Chuvalo said 
he was in New Mexico, in 
the U.S. helping boxer 
Johnny Tapia. During that 
time, Chuvalo Said he 
thought about his son about 
1,000 times, asking the 
question **are youealive or 
dead my beautiful son”. At 
the same time, Steven was 
Staying with Chuvalo’s 
daughter Vanessa. Chuvalo 
told the audience, Vanessa 


gave Steven $100 for ciga-—— 


rettes. and then went out of 
town overnight. When she 
returned to her apartment 
she found a key in the lock, 
when she tried to open the 


door the chain was latched. 
The police were called and 
when they entered the apan- 
ment, they found Steven 
slumped in a chair at the 
kitchen table, with a ciga- 
rette between his fingers and 
a syringe still in his bicep. 
He was dead. Chuvalo said 
the heroin kijled him so 
quickly he didn't even have 
time to light a cigarette. 
Prior to his death Chuvalo 
said his son had overdosed 
15 in a two month period. 


Chuvalo said that his son 
Steven was the longest liv- 
ing drug addict in the fam- 
ily and taught him some 
things he knew and some 
things he didn’ tknow about 
drugs. He recalled Steven's 
story of how he and his 
brother would go to the 
Parkdale Motel to meet a 
drug dealer and get their 
drugs. They would be 
sweating. have cramps and 
be in pain, and when the

Reiterating concerns 
raised in a hydrogeological 
study done for his group, 
Mr. Whittington said the site 
‘“*has never been properly 
designed and no amount of 
engingering can change the 
fact’’ that half the site has 
limited protection in its base 
and the ‘‘other half has no 
protection.”> 

Mr. Whiftington stressed 
that an environmental as- 
sessment must be a “‘pre- 
requisite of any site’’ cho- 
sen. 

Otonabee Reeve Dave 
Nelson seconded Mr. 
Whittington’s concerns not- 
ing that the hydrogeological 
study called the site a 
**patchwork of engineering 
design and philosophy and 
engineering containment 
collection systems.” : 

This site would require 
‘*atminimum” another *‘en- 
gineering design modifica- 
tion’ of its containment- 
collection system so the 
underground flow of 
leachate material. could be 
controlled to the *‘degree 
necessary’ to minimize off- 
site impacts. 

This, Mr. Nelson said, 
would be ‘‘increasingly dif- 
ficult. 

Mr. Nelson told the 
WMSC that hydrogeologists 
tell them that the “‘prepara- 
tion of a reliable contin- 
gency plan under certain 
circumstances may become 
very problematic.”” 

There is a real possibil- 
ity that the quality of the 
wells could be compro- 
mised **resulting in off-site 
impacts ** before any ‘‘ef- 
fective corrective action in 
‘the design is possible.” 

The hydrogeologist, he 
added; said **any expansion 
of the facility would be to- 
tally dependent on engi- 
neering containment sys- 
tems to minimize environ- 
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mierital impacts.” 

They are **doubtful™’ that 
this could meet “*minimum 
acceptable ecological cri- 
teria commonly applied in 
the environmental assess- 
ment process. ”” 

This. Mr. Nelson said, is 
the reason Bensfort has 
never made any previous 
shortlist. 

He also strongly argued 
for an environmental hear- 
ing no matter what site is 
chosen. 

Changes to the Environ- 
mental Assessment Actnow 
make it possible to select a 
site without having a full 
hearing.

Forty nine years ago, the 
resolution of the Declara- 
tion of Human Rights was 
adopted unanimously on 
December 10, 1948, by the 
UN General Assembly. The 
objective of the 30-article 
declaration is to promote 
and encourage respect for 
human rights and funda- 
mental freedoms. 

The declaration pro- 
claims the personal, civil, 
political, economic, social, 
and cultural. rights of 
humans, which are limited 
only by recognition for the 


rights and freedoms of oth- 

‘ers and their requirements 
of morality, public order, 
agd general welfare. 


Among the rights cited 
by the declaration are the 
rights to life, liberty, and 
security of person: to 
freedom from arbitrary 
arrest; to a fair trail; to be 
presumed innocent until 
proved guilty: to freedom 
from interference with the 
privacy of one’s home and 
correspondence; to freedom 
of movement and residence: 


to asylum, nationality, 1nd 
ownership of property: to 
freedom of thought, con- 
science, religion, opinion, 
nd express; to association, 
ach assembly, and par- 
ticipation in government: to 
social security, work, rest, 
and a standard of living ad- 
equate for health and well- 
being: to education; and to 
Participation in the social 
life of one’s community. 
The declaration was con- 
ceived as the first part of an 
international bill of rights.

Local blood donor clinic successful 


The first blood donor 
clinic to be held in the area 
for a number of years, was 
very successful. with 91 


people donating the gift of 


life. 

The clinic was hosted at 
the Tweed and District 
Community Health Centre.

Centre Hastings expected 
to find $52,000 in savings

rhe new municipality of 
Centre Hastings Township 
will have to find $52,000 in 
savings in its 1998 budget 
to avoid imposing any prop- 
erty tax incréase. 

lhe Ministry of Munici- 
pal Affairs released the fig- 
ures to the ntunicipalities 
across the province on Fri- 
day, Dec. 12. 

Members of Madoc Vil- 
lage Council were provided 
with the figures during a 
regular council meeting 
held on Monday, Dec. 15. 

According toa table pro- 
vided by the Ministry, the 
reductions and added costs 
to the new township will 
see @ reduction of $52,000 
in property assessment, 
$235,000 cost for policing, 
losses of $22,000 in man- 
aged forests/conservation 
land rebates, $24:000 in 
farm tax rebate and $37,000 


in gross receipts taxes. Even 
more significant will be the 
lost provincial grants in the 
amount of $387,000. The 
municipality will receive 
$401,000, its 50 per cent 
share of education taxes. 
$257 in from the Commu- 
nity Reinvestment Fund and 
$35,000 from the special 
transition assistance fund, 
After all the pluses and mi- 
nuses are added the munici- 
pality will be required to 
come with $52,000 in sav- 
ings in their 1998 budget to 
avoid a property tax increase 
to local ratepayers. Munici- 
palities the size ofthe newly 
created Centre Hastings 
Township are expected to 
save 1.7 per cent of their 
1998 budgets. According to 
information provided by the 
Ministry,- municipalities 
with populations of less than

During the second week 

of a five-week RIDE cam- 

‘ paign for all OPP jurisdic- 

_tions, a total of 110,844 

vehicles were stopped at 
roadside checkpoints. 

The RIDE program runs 
until Jan. 2, 1998, and dur- 
ing the period between Dec 
5-11. 345 12-hour licence 
suspensions were issued and 
130 people were charged 
with alcohol-related 
offenses. Officers issued

During the first twe 
weeks of the campaign, a 
total of 194,928 vehicles had
